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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment made to claim 15 requires further search. 
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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants have argued that 
tetramethylammonium hydroxide does not have a boiling temperature within the claimed range of 50C to 300C. They, further, argue that 
tetramethylammonium hydroxide decomposes to trimethylamine and CH30H (i.e. methanol) upon distillation based on Merck Index, and 
that the boiling point of 60-65C represents the boiling point of the methanol. This is not found persuasive because the section of Merck 
Index that Applicants are relying upon indicates that "On distillation, it decomposes to trimethylamine and CH30H"; however, Horie et al. 
reference does not disclose distillation of tetramethylammonium hydroxide. Furthermore, the information provided in MSDS makes is clear 
that it's the boiling point of said amine compound that is within 60-65C and not the boiling point of methanol. 
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
